ses of any rumors to the effect that the

organization, although under the terms of 
the loan they are at libity to acquire the 
properties at private sale. 

The Consolidated Lake Superior Co. was 
organized in 1897, and has an authorized 
capitalization of $117,000,000, of which $35,000,- 
uw00 is in preferred etock. 

Its financial embarrassment began In De- 
cember last, pring to extensive operations 
and improvement in the plants of its sub- 
sidiary properties. Its only agsets, apart 
from those covered by the Speyer coliat- 
eral, are in the street railway and ferry 
company at the Conadian ‘Soo.”’

WIDOW IDENTIFIES GARMENTS 


Movements of Murderer on Night of 
Killing Are Now Definitely

The discovery of the trousers Wednes- 
day morning ends the search for the gar- 
ments of the missing man. 

The clothing was found by Mosley under 
& trestle of the St. Louis, St. Charles & 
Western electric road, about a mile and a 
half from the quarry in which the body 
supposed to be that of McCann was found. 

It consisted of two gold collar puttons, 
one bearing the Initials ““McC,” a four- 
button @ack coat, pepper and salt pattern, 
which the police say is of the samé goods 
as a sample furnished by McCann’s tailors; 
a shirt of similar pattern with the cuff 
found near the quarry; an undershirt, 
bloodstained. 

The supposition is that McCann's mur- 
derer threw the bundle into the creek. 
which was then almost level with the 
trestle, expecting it to float away or sink, 
but that it became lodged against the 
trestle. It is supposed that the buttons 
which were cut off of the coat are at the 
bottom of the creek, and a search for them 
was begun Wednesday morning. 

From the inside of the coat had been 
torn the tag bearing the name of the 
maker and other efforts to conceal its 
ownership were evidently made.

Skinner, United States consul-general to

“Krom Harrar we will proceed as rapi- 
ly as possible to the capital, Addis Abba, 
which is about 280 miles from the coast 
The country to be traversed is mountain- 
ous and very beautiful—not unlike Switzer- 
land in character. It will requiae from 
sixteen to twenty days to make the over- 
land journey and so much time to re 
turn. 

“While the country is rough and unset- 
tled, personal security is assured and way- 
farers are received with the greatest possi- 
ble courtesy and hospitality.

CURTIS JETT MUST

Verdict of Guilty of Murder in First 
Degree Returned in Cockrell

CYNTHIANA, Ky., Sept. 23.—Curtis Jett 
must die on the gallows for the murder of 
Town Marshal Cockrell] of Jackson. 

The jury last night returned a verdict 
of murder fm the first degree, which carries 
the death penalty. 

When the 
jury entered the courtroom at 6:10 p. m., 
after agreeing on a verdict, quiet reigned 
for a few minutes.

The reading of the verdict did mot affect 
Jett, but his brother was very much dis- 
tressed. 

Elijah McKinney served as foreman of 
the jury, and, after the delivering of the 
verdict to the court, the jury was polled. 


The death sentence was then read to 
Jett by Clerk T. J. Robinson, after which 
he was given over to the custody of the 
Peputy sheriffs. 

This has been the second trial of Curtis 
Jett on the charge of murder. In his first 
trial for the murder of J. B. Marcum at 
Jackson, Ky., Jett and Thomas White were 
sentenced to life imprisonment.

TURKEY GIVES SIGNS OF 
YIELDING TO BULGARIA 


Both Sides Seem Anxious to Avoid a 
Conflict, but the Military Prepara- 
tions Indicate They Are Ready for 
Hostilities. 


Sofia, Bulgaria, Sept. 22.—Within 48 hours 
the question of peace or war will probably 
be settled, according to authoritative opin- 
ions here. 

Premier Petroff had an interview this 
morning with Ali Feruh Bey at which the 
whole situution in Macedonia was discussed. 
As a result of this conference a much bet- 
ter feeling prevailed and confident hopes 
are expressed that a satisfactory adjust- 
ment will be reached. This view is 
strengthened by a report from Constanti- 
nople to the effect that the council of min- 
isters, after some days’ discussion, Is 
within measurable distance of an agree- 
ment on the chief points at issue. 

After a discussion an understanding was 
practically reached that Turkey should 
guarantee the safe protection of refugees 
and take steps to reinstate them in their 
homes. 

The general effect of these conferences in 
Constantinople and Sofia has induced a 
much more hopeful feeling here, although 
In Balkan affairs it is always possible that 
the next day's happenings may change the 
entire situation. 

The war ministry has taken steps to 
strengthen the Bulgarian frontier forces, 
and it is reported that troops will occupy 
all the commanding positions, thus making 
it almost impossible for bands to cross tne 
frontier. 


Demands Made 
by Bulgaria. 


The porte recently manifested a disposi- 
tion to consider proposals for a direct un- 
derstanding, and Bulgaria advanced the 
following conditions: 

1. The porte to grant a general amnesty 
and stop the persecution of the Bulgarians 
ot Macedonia. 

. A mixed commission to be formed, the 
haere member of which should be nom- 
inated by the Bulgarian exarch and never 
be in a minority on the commission, to 
elaborate administrative reforms, arrange 
for an extension of local administrative au- 
tonomy, insure the safety of the highways. 
and the equality of Christians and Mus- 
Sulmans before the court, reform the Tuax- 
ation and gendarmerie and provide for per- 
sonal security. 

After the accomplishment of these tasks 
the commission, which would probably sit 
at Salonica, would become the counc!l of 
the inspector-general, and would depute one 
of its Bulgarian members to report to the 
Sultan on the progress of affairs. 

Bulgaria.also asked that the burned yil- 
lages be rebuilt with government ag- 
sistance, the refugees repatriated und an 
especial ordinance issued providing for the 
(ganization and administration of 
Bulgarian schools and churches. 

These proposals seem to have been ac- 
cepted in principle, although nothing defi- 
nite’ has yet been decided. Even in the 
event of an agreement being arrived at 
proofs of the faith would be required as 
the guarantee of the execution of the re- 
forms, and not forthcoming the Mace- 
donians would continue their agitation.

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COMMON CARRIER’S DUTIES. 

The Hon. Henry F. Seawell of Carthage, Moore County, 
N. C., was, in 1900, a candidate for the post of attorney- 
general of that state. 

On his canvassing tour he visited a town called Shelby on 
the Seaboard Air Line, but was met at the station W a 
deputation of citizens, who told him it would be wise~ for him 
te hold his tongue while in Shelby.

When a passenger is carried by his street because the con- 
ductor is in a hurry, and allowed to alight two or three blocks 
beyond he does not gain anything by the murderous rapidity.

We would recommend that some young 
man of talent devote himself to the study 
of the lives and philosophy of the old-time 
highwaymen, and become the modern ex- 
ponent of their methods. A great future 
awaits such a man. He may become a 
rival of the trusts, tin time, and will cer- 
tainly elevate the public taste to entertain 
a contempt for saloon robbing and bood- 
ling.

the Emeral Isle Consist Of. 
BY R. D. WALSH. 


The recent passage of the new Ir'sh land 
bill into law is by. far the most important 
event affecting Irish land tenure that has 
éver emanated from the English legislature. 
It has completely révolutionized Irish af- 
fairs. The power of an “odious ascend- 
in that island has been completely 
crushed, the last great obstac'e to a na- 
tive legislature has been removed, and the 
foundation has been laid deep and wide for 
the rehabilitation of the industrial life of 
Ireland. 

In view of the ceriainty that emigration 
from Ireland wil] almost disappear and that 
immigration from the United States and 
Great Britain will take its place, a review 
of the industrial possibilities of Ireland 
may not be uninteresting. 


Ireland’s Great 


and Many Resources. 

The primary resource of almost every 
country is land. It !s especially so in Ire- 
land, where climatic and natura] conditions 
SO strongly favor cultivation of the soil. 

The agricultural and other resources of 
Ireland have never been fully appreciated. 

Ireland is capabie of sustaining in com- 
fort and luxury a population of 10,000.00. 
Prior to the great famine of 1847 the popu- 
lation was over 8,000,000 and no cry of con- 
gestion was heard. Today the population 
is a little over 4,900,000. 

Belgium, with 11,000 square miles of terrt- 
tory, has a population of 6,100,000, while 
Ireland, with $2,000 square miles within her 
borders, has a population one-third Icss. 
Nobody will seriously contend that the 
Belgians are in any way the physical or 
mental superiors of the Irish race. 

The great feature of Irish landscapes is 
ihe large proportion of waste land, or bog, 
which is everywhere observable. Under 
the stimulus of native ownership this c.-n- 
dition will largely, If not altogether, cisap- 
pear, and the country be made more pro- 
ductive than ever. 

Following are the chief resources of 
Irish counties in alphabetical order:

Linen and Mining 
Two Big Industries. 


Antrim is the center of the linen trade 
and flax-growing industry. Irish linen 
famous the world over, and has a large 
market in the United States. There are 
salt mines near Carrickfergus, which are 
very productive, and coal is found in pay- 
ing quantities in the neighborhood of Bal- 
lycastle. 

Iron ore is also found in Antrim and cx- 
ported to England. The famous shipbuild- 
ing firm of Harland & Wolff is located at 
Belfast, which is now the largest city in 
Ireland and one of the most prosperous 
in Europe.

Antrim. 
Armagh is principally an agricultural 
county, though linen and cotton weaving 
are also carried on, though not as extensive.

Coal, iron, copper and 
lead have been found in Canvan, but in the 
ubsence of the necessary capital to work 
them, these prospects have been neglected,

Meath—royal Meath—is the greatest grat- 
ing countv in Ireland. Its farms and 
homesteads are models of beauty and ele- 
gance, and the county is for the most yart 
level as the prairies of Illinois. It has 36, 00 
acres of waste land, not a large percent:ge 
when its size is remembered. 

The soil of Monaghan is chiefly Jev ted 
to flax growing. and considerable cereals 
are also raised. It has 26.000 waste acres. 

Mayo has the largest waste acresge of 
any county in Ireland, the amount being 
about six hundred thousand. It has the 
finest salmon fishery in Ireland ir. th» river 
Moy. 


Mayo, Queens 
and Tipperary. 


Iron ore is supposed to abound in Mayo 
but it remains undeveloped for want of 
fuel. There are many large slate quarries. 

Queen's County is. chiefly agricultural, 
but there are some coal mines and a large 
number of dair'es. There Is a large amount 
of bog land and 60,000 acres of waste. 

Sligo and Roscommon are chiefly agricul 
tural, but the latter has a large percentage 
of grazing land, which is very rich and 
which produces some of the finest cattle 
in Europe. 

Between them these counties have an ag- 
gregate of 230,000 acres of waste land. Coal 
has also been found In Roscommon. 

W. Bourke Cochran of New York visited 
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return to the prosperous condition she ce- 
cupied immediately preceding the act of 
union with Great Britain. Most of these 
waste lands can be reclaimed, thus adding 
materially to the wealth of the country. 
Heretofore, whenver a tenant farmer

The Irish farmer has now something to 
look forward to. His labor will not be 
taxed and the dread of eviction will never 
again be present to his mind. 

With these altered conditions there is 
great hope for Ireland. All the people 
of Ireland need is fair play. 

In every other land under the sun, where 
conditions were equalized, they have held 
their own, and it would be absurd to sup- 
pose that, under brighter skies, and a 
rore paternal government. the Emerald 
Isle should not again bask in the sunlight 
of national prosperity.
